Our readers no doub't remember the 
case of a dentist in Philadelphia, who 
was accused and convicted of rapo upon 
a lady under tho influence of chloro­ 
form, tho lady herself being the only 
witness against him. Thorc were many 
persons who doubted tbo reliability of 
tbo testimony of a person as to facta 
occurring during tl\p iiifluonoo of tho 
chloroform, und it was a subject of 
much discussion. A very singular caso- 
has lately occurred in this city, show­ 
ing how little such testimony is to bo 
relied upon.

While an assistant was adminis­ 
tering tho chloroform, and before tho 
patient was fully under its influence, 
sho was observed to draw the covering 
over her breast, which was bared for 
the operation. 
Soon after this she 
sprang up and declared in tho most in­ 
dignant manner that she “ would rather 
die than be abosod in that way.” And 
it was only by the utmost efforts on tho 
pirrt of Dr. Goldsmith and the lady's 
husband that she could be inducod to 
continue the uso of the chloroform.
